Longshoremen, Warehousemen 
and Bargemen Go Through 
Picket Lines 


In a move to bring “to a head 
at once” their dispute with the 
longshoremen over control of ware- 
housemen, the local teamsters’ un- 
ion Wednesday placed pickets on 
all Oakland, Berkeley and Rich- 
mond waterfronts. 

It was reported late Wednesday 
that the longshoremen, warehouse- 
men and bargemen “went through 


the lines’ and disregarded the 
pickets entirely despite the fact 
that the teamsters recognized 


“their line” in 1934-36-37. 

However the masters, mates and 
pilots, engineers and fire men and 
wager tenders and sailors refused 
to pass the lines. 


The picket line order was an- 
nounced by Charles Real, secre- 


tary-business manager of the Oak- 
land teamster local, who said: 
“This thing has gone on too 
long; it’s time to bring it to a 
head. We have been very fair to 
every one concerned thus far, but 
that’s over now. 
“We didn’t pass 
lines,” Real asserted, 
should not pass ours.” 
Real also disclosed the plan to 
trace all rail shipments and take 
hot cargo action against consignees. 
It was the teaming crafts in 1934 
that made it possible for the water- 
front unions to win their battle.

The thing that distresses relief 


officials is that if additional demand 


for help develops there will be no 
way of meeting it, unless congress 


boosts relief appropriations. 
Forced to Economize 
The fact that less money is avail- 
able @ one of the important fac- 
tors accounting for the decrease in 
the number of relief cases. The 
lessening of the federal load 
through this means, however, has 
been followed by an increase in the 
responsibilities of state and local 
agencies. 
It is estimated by WPA officials 


that at least 25 per cent dropped 
from federal rolls are not now 
getting relief from any official 


source. Just what is happening to 
them is a question to which no- 
body apparently has the answer.

Howes Commends 40-Hour Week 

The high spot of onening: 
session was the speech of William 
W. Howe: first’ assistant  post- 
master general, who declared that 
the introduction of the 40-hour 
week had created 11,000 additional 
jobs in the postal service. He paid

a tribute to Postmaster General 
Farley, who, he said, was deeply 
interested in the welfare of the 
letter carriers. He stated that the 
post office department favored 


shorter hours wherever possible. 
He also called attention to the fact 
that the department was no longer 
afflicted with a deficit and said it 
is the policy of the postmaster 
general, as the surplus increases, 
to use it to provide better service 
for the patrons and better workin:

The report of Edwin J. Gainor,

Fram a 
membership of 52,000 ten years 
ago, Mr. Gainor traced the in- 
creased membership year by year 
until it reached 54,143 in 1935 and 
approximately 62,6000 when the 


present convention opened in Kan- 
sas City.

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Chicago’s Children 
Taught by Radio 


As a result of an epidemic of in- 


fantile paralysis in Chicago, the 
city’s schools are closed and the 
pupils are receiving lessons over 
seven radio stations. The experi- 
ment is being watched by edu- 


cators in all sections of the coun- 
try, who predict that this plan may 


become a permanent feature in 
providing instruction for shutins. 
Since August 1, 223 cases of the 


dread disease have been reported 
at Chicago, with 18 deaths. Health 
officials say the epidemic is wan- 
ing, the number of cases reported 
recently as being the smallest 
since the outbreak started.

LABOR BOARD REFUSES 
DOCKYARD ELECTION 


Decision Holds Majority of Todd, 


Seattle Dry Docks Belong to A. 
F. of L. Metal Trades Council 


Constant attempts at sabotaging 
or otherwise intimidating members 
of A. F. of L. bona fide unions by 


other groups received another 
severe set-back recently, when the 
national labor relations board re- 
fused to order an election in a 


shipyard in which the evidence in- 
dicates an overwhelming majority 
of the employees belong to the 
metal trades council, made up of 
A. F. of L. unions. 

The election was asked in a peti- 
tion of a group calling itself the 
“Industrial Unions of Marine and 
Shipbuilding Workers of America, 
Local No. 10,” in the plant of the 
Todd. Seattle Dry Docks, Ine. 

The Todd concern, the third larg- 
shipbuilders on the Pacific 
coast, employes up to 1,135 men, 
about three-fourths of whom are 
skilled workers and the balance 
common laborers. The firm now 
has a closed shop agreement with 
the metal trades council covering 
all skilled craftsmen and helpers.

The fifty-ninth annual conven- 
tion of the New Jersey State Fed- 
eration of Labor, with but one dis- 
!senter among the six hundred dele- 
gates, voted to expel from member- 
ship all unions affiliated with the 
committee for industrial organiza- 
tion. Ten of the national and inter- 
national unions which joined in es- 
tablishing and promoting the CIO 
were suspended by the 1936 con- 
vention of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor for establishing 
dual organization and 
insurrection among the A. F. 
unions.

The delegates to the New Jersey 
convention dissociated the CIO un- 
ions from membership following a 
message from William Green, presi- 
dent of the American Federation 
of Labor, which said the situation 
“has been tolerated so far in hopes 
of effecting a settlement, but our 
hopes have not been realized.” 


A blistering criticism of the CIO 


was made by Louis Marciante, 
president of the New Jersey fed- 
eration, who charged the Lewis 
group with using ‘the despicable 


bribe to have local union officers 
vote their membership into the 
CIO without taking the trouble to 
give local union members the right 
to vote on the question.” 

Taking up the charge widely cir- 
culated by the CIO that the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor did not 
care to organized unskilled work- 
ers, Mr. Marciante denounced it as 
a ‘dastardly lie,” adding: “If it be 
true, why then did the A. F. of L. 
have the Wagner act passed? I do 
not think that anyone will honestly 
dispute the fact that the Wagner 
act is the child of the A. F. of L. 

George Meany, president of the 
New York State Federation of 
Labor, told the convention that the 
CIO is attempting to substitute 
“dictatorship for the democratic 
form of majority rule.” 

“We must treasure and 
the principle of majority rule above 
all else if unionism is to survive,” 
he said. “The future of the Amer- 
ican workers lies in the preserva- 
tion of the trade union democracy.” 

Warren W. Barbour, head of the 
state unemployment commission, 
urged extension of the state social 
security laws to cover all employ- 
ers of labor instead of the present 
plan, under which with 
fewer than eight employes are ex- 
empt.

The contract sets 40 cents an hour 
as a minimum, establishes seniority 
rights and recognizes the union as 
sole bargaining agency for the 
workers. 

Among other reports is one from 
Ironwood, Michigan, telling of the 
first important victory in the strike 
of Michigan lumberjacks, when 
four operators broke through the 
Ford and U. S. Steel stronghold 
and signed up with the Michigan 
Lumber and Sawmill Workers’ Un- 
ion, Local 2530, which is recognized 
as the workers’ sole collective bar- 
gaining agency. The contract pro- 
vides for a minimum pay 10 
cents an hour, increased prices for 
piecework, a number of other im- 
provements and a definite plan of 
arbitration of grievances they 
arise.

In September, October and No- 
vember, 1936, the department’s bu- 
reau of labor statistics sent trained 
representatives to all parts of the 
country to “obtain a representative 
cross-section of wages in the build- 
ing industry.” In all, they gathered 
the wage figures of 186,145 build-
